“Calls People Away From 
Washington’s Doctrines to 
Those of Trotsky 


WASHINGTON, 
Fab. 
28.— Frail- 
dent Wilton's League of Nations cov­ 
enant calls the 
people 
away 
from 
Washington’s doctrines to 
those 
of 
Trotsky, Senator Lodge, 
Republican 
leader, asserted in a speech 
to 
the 
Senate today. 
Criticism of the proposed constitu­ 
tion, Lodge said, however, does not 
extend to all plans’ for a League of 
Nations. 
“Everybody hates war and longs to 
make it impossible,” said Lodge. “We 
ought to lay aside once and for all the 
evil suggestion that because men may 
differ as to the best method of assur­ 
ing the world's peace in the future, 
anyone is against permanent peace if 
it can be obtained among all the na­ 
tions of mankind. 
‘‘I will follow any man and vote for 
any measures which in 
my 
honest 
opinion will make for maintenance of 
the world s peace. 
I will follow 
no 
man and vote for no measures which, 
however well intended, seem in 
my 
best judgment to lead to dissensions 
rather than to harmony among the na- 
tionB or to peril, injury or injustice 
to my country." 
Ix>dge said that in a matter so vital 
to the world there should be no foggy 
meanings, no need for 
explanations. 
The agreement, he said, must be so 
plain and so explicit 
that 
no 
man 
should misunderstand it. 
“in the draft prepared for a consti­ 
tution of a League of Nations there is 
hardly a clause about the interpreta­ 
tion of which men do not already dif­ 
fer. As it stands there is Hanger that 
the very nations which sign the con­ 
stitution of the league 
will 
quarrel 
about the meaning of the various ar­ 
ticles within twelve months. It seems 
to have been very hastily drafted and 
the result is crudeness and looseness 
of expression. 
“I press this point because you can­ 
not find world peace upon the ‘cynical 
scrap of paper’ doctrine so 
dear to 
Germany. 
There is nothing so 
vital 
to the peace of the world ate the sanc­ 
tity of treaties. 
To whatever instru­ 
ment the United States agrees it must 
carry out the provisions of that instru­ 
ment to the last jot and tittle, there­ 
fore, the language in which the terms 
are stated must he as exact and pre­ 
cise and as free from any possibility 
of conflicting interpretations as it is 
possible to make them. 
‘The explanation or interpretation 
of any one of these doubtful passages 
is not sufficient if made by any one 
man, whether that man be President 
of the United States or a senator or 
anyone else." 
Lodge directly answered President 
Wilson’s personal explanation of the 
constitution's provisions regarding the 
Monrbe Doctrine by saying: 
“Howr anyone can say that Article 
Ten extends the Monroe Doctrine to 
all the world passes my comprehen­ 
sion. 
If you extend the Monroe Doc­ 
trine to all the world It ceases to ex­ 
ist because it rests on 
nothing 
but 
the differentiation of the 
American 
hemisphere from the 
rest 
of 
the 
world. 
“Under this draft Europe will have 
the right to take part in the settle­ 
ment of American questions and 
we, 
of course, shall have the right to take 
part in the settlement of all questions 
in Europe and Asia and Africa. 
"Europe and Asia are to take part 
in policing the 
American 
continent 
and the Panama canal and in return 
we are to have the right to police the 
Balkans and Asia Minor when we are 
asked to do so. 
“Perhaps the time has come when 
we ought to do this, but I 
want to 
warn the American people that they 
ought never to abandon the Washing­ 
ton policy and the Monroe Doctrine 
without being perfectly certain they 
earnestly wish to do 
so. 
For this 
reason I ask the press and the public 
and the Senate to consider well the 
gravity of this proposition before it 
takes the 
heavy 
responsibility 
of 
casting aside these principles we have 
adhered to for a century and under 
which we have 
greatly 
served 
the 
cause of Europe, both at 
home and 
abroad.” 
Lodge declared if the league guaran­ 
tees the territorial Integrity 
of 
all 
member nations that 
means armed 
force. 
There is no other way, he declared, 
to make good such guarantees. 
“The ranks of the army and fleets^ 
of the navy made necessary by such 
pledges are to be filled and manned 
by the sons, husbands and brothers of 
the people of America. 
I wish them 
carefully to consider whether they are 
willing to ’have the youth of this na­ 
tion ordered to war by other nations 
without regard to what the* or their 
representatives desire "

Meeting Will Be Held Soon to 
Consider Who Will Be 
Supported In 1920

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28—Progres­ 
sive Republicans will meet in a few 
days to consider whom they will back 
for the presidency in 1920, 
Senator 
Kenyon, Iowa, announced today. 
House 
and 
senate 
progressives, 
with a few leading progressives not in 
congress, will attend 
the 
meeting. 
The time and place have not yet been 
decided on definitely. 
The gathering, 
however, probably will be soan after 
the adjournment of congress and is 
likely to be held either* In Chicago or 
Washington, Kenyon said. 
In addition to discussing what men 
they shall get behind for 
the 
1820 
campaign, progressives will formulate 
a program of legislation upon which 
they will seek action in the coming 
congress, it was stated. 
Political gossip has named Senators 
Borah and Hiram Johnson as possi­ 
bilities for the 
regular 
Republican 
nomination in 1920. 
Both are 
pro­ 
gressives, leaders of the little group 
in the senate which holds the balance 
of power In organizing that body for 
the next session. 
“The progressive meeting will dis­ 
prove for all time the 
charge 
that 
jealousy of each other exists In the 
progressive ranks,” said Kenyon to­ 
day. 
"It will be shown that any one 
of the progressive leaders 
is 
ready 
and willing to submerge his personal 
hopes and ambitions in the common 
good. 
There is not one of

OOT DF BOYS. SITS 


T hat the course of tralniijjj given 
men in France prelim inary to going 
into the line made men out of boys, 
was the declaration of Major W elling­ 
ton, now an attorney here, a t the m eet­ 
ing of the Men’s Club a t the Church 
of the Messiah guild room last even­ 
ing. 
There was no set program for 
the evening, and a num ber of those 
present were called upon for 
talks, 
among them being Major W ellington, 
who was discharged a few days ago 
a t Camp 
Kearny 
after 
twenty-one 
months in the army. 
“W hile the physical development of 
the men in itself was great,” said he, 
“the biggest 
development 
and 
the 
most 
im portant 
development 
was 
mental, and it offered a study in psy­ 
chology. 
I well rem em ber the night 
when the men of our division were 
loaded on to trucks and all night long 
and until IO o’clock the next morning 
we rode without stopping, on our way 
to our position in the line. We officers 
were wondering what the effect of our 
training on these men had been. W e 
■fvith our seasoned non-cothmissioned 
officers had taken in draft men, and 
within two weeks we w ere 
on 
our 
way to France with those 
raw, 
un­ 
trained troops. 
“In France we had put those 
men 


where thettetiNtttld march 
hours over those French roads, each 
man carrying sixty pounds, and not a 
man would drop out. 
The hardening 
was not so mu oh physical, 
while 
it 
was that, as it was mental. 
“It Was aimed by this training 
to 
harden them mentally to the 
point 
where under no circum stances would 
they quit. 
However tired they might 
be they would go on 
“As we jolted on those 
trucks 
on 
our way to the front, we who were 
officers were wondering if our training 
had had the effect we desired. 
Then 
when some big private would stretch 
him self and say: 
'THis is a 'ell of a 
war, but it’s better’n no war at all,’ 
anil another bunch would burst 
out 
singing and another bunch laughing 
at a joke, we officers fell asleep 
in 
our seats, for we knew our men had 
the rigflt spirit; we know their train­ 
ing had had the right effect. 
“Those who went away as boys are 
coming back as men. 
You will find 
that 
the 
non-commissioned 
officers 
particularly have developed. They are 
used to responsibilities, and you need 
not be afraid to put any am ount of re­ 
sponsibility upon them. They’ll shoul­ 
der it. And they have th a t spirit 
of 
never-quit made a lasting part of their 
character. 
“Morally, the men on an average 
will come out of the arm y far better 
than they w ent in.” 
An excellent dinner was served to 
the Men’s Club by the guild 
of 
the 
church. 
Following the speaking, the 
men rem ained for an hour or 
more 
occupied in conversation.

ARMY DISCIPLINE 


Probably ever} body who reads of the 
revelations l>efore the senate ot the 
extreme harshness of our army dis­ 
cipline felt a ru>h of indignation, and 
it w’ill be with entire public approval 
that army regulations are submitted 
to revision 
There is something to 
be remembered, however, about dis­ 
cipline in the -army, and that is that 
it can never successfully be put on a 
civilian basis nor <*an civilian law be 
allowed to interfere to any great ex­ 
tent with military law. 
An army drawm with dispassionate 
equality from the ranks of the popu­ 
lation by its very fairness consists of 
men not onlv of every occupation but 
of every temperament. 
Among these 
will be men of the highest principles 
and courage. 
There will be also no 
small proportion lacking both qual­ 
ities. 
In such a case the self-disci­ 
pline which would hold the first faith­ 
ful would not operate with the latter 
at all. 
Those last have nothing to 
instigate obedience but the penal ef­ 
fect of disobedience. 
The necessity 
for rigorous punishment becomes evi­ 
dent in such a case. 
Then, too. the military offense can­ 
not be judged by itself, but must he 
judged in its relation to the national

Says Efforts to Locate 
Grave Fail 


Although two major 
generals 
overseas, and a number of other 
army officers, 
have 
used 
their 
best efforts 
to 
determine 
the 
fate of 
Lieutenant 
Charles 
L. 
Deaver, 
he 
is still 
posted ae 
"missing.” General McGlachlin of 
the First Division has sent a de­ 
tailed report of the search made 
for Deaver. A copy of this report 
was sent by General 8trong to D. 
D. Deaver of Riverside, father of 
Cheries L. Deaver, who before he 
became an officer wee an Instruc- 
tor in the Santa Ana high school. 
8ince 
that 
time 
Lieutenant 
Deaver has not been seen by any 
of his fellow officers. 
He may have been taken prisoner. 
A heavy shell may have covered him 
with earth. He may have been buried 
and by some mischance 
no 
record 
made of his burial. 
He 
may 
have 
been taken to a hospital somewhere 
In France or somewhere in Germany, 
with the nature of his injuries 
such 
that he cannot give his name. 
There are 7500 men 
reported 
as 
missing, concerning whom, in spite 
of every effort of army officials and 
the Red Cross no word has been re­ 
ceived. 
Over 10,000 men first reported miss­ 
ing have been located or their fates 
determined by the Red Cross. 
That 
organization has doubtless sent a de­ 
scription of Lieutenant Deaver to ev­ 
ery hospital within its reach. 
Many 
friends of Lieutenant Deaver 
both 
here and in Riverside have 
written 
letters 
to officials 
and friends in 
France, asking that they do what was 
possible for them to do to get some 
-word concerning the lieutenant. 
The letter with the greatest detail 
In it, with an account of the 
disap­ 
pearance of Lieutenant Deaver, 
has 
been forwarded to Lieutenant Denver’s 
father of Riverside, and a copy of it 
together with a copy 
of General 
Strong's letter have been received by 
A. J. Perkins of French street, with 
whom Lieutenant 
Deaver, 
while 
a 
member of the high 
school 
faculty 
here, made his home. 
Those two letter* read as follows: 
“Headquarters 40th Division 
American Expeditionary Forces 
A. P. O. 788 
“January 22, 1919. 
“Mr. D. D. Deaver, 
“California, U. S. A. 
“My Dear Sir: 
I just received the 
enclosed letter from Major 
General 
McGlachlin, 
now- commanding 
the 
First Division, in which your son was 
serving at the time he 
disappeared. 
From this, you will see that General 
McGlachlin has made every effort to 
secure information wtth reference to 
your son’s death, or disappearance, on 
the 6th of October. 
"Col. Farnum, chief of staff of the 
division, went over the ground where 
this action took place, but was unable 
to find any trace of your sons grave. 
I regret exceedingly, that definite in­ 
formation cannot be secured, but 
I 
know that you will be glad to have 
General McGlachlin’s letter. 
“Again, assuring you of my sympa­ 
thy, I am 
“Y’ery truly yours, 
“F. B. STRONG. 
“Major General.”

completed 
arrangements 
with 
Wil­ 
liams’ manager for the exhibition. A 
collection will be taken at the time of 
the climb and a portion of the pro­ 
ceeds will be donated to the Elks’ Sal­ 
vation Army fund. 
Williams is the m:.n who on May 
ll, 1911, climbed the Woolworth build­ 
ing in New’ York City. 
The building 
is 55 stories high, and measures more 
than 700 feet. 
It took the daring young man just
